Elder  Young’s  Lecture 
Tells  Of  Prophet’s  Life 


“Joseph  Smith  had  great  person- 
al feelings  for  children,  for  his 
family  and  for  his  friends,  and  had 
an  exceptional  amount  of  charity 
for  those  who  were  his  enemies,” 
said  Elder  S.  Dilworth  Young,  of 
the  First  Council  of  Seventy,  at  the 
first  Devotional  of  the  year. 

SHARING  HIS  FEELINGS  about 
Joseph  Smith,  Elder  Young  said  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse  Tuesday  that 
the  Prophet  was  a man  and  a 
human  being. 

He  said  that  Joseph  Smith  was 
a strong  man,  but  that  he  didn’t 
know  about  his  own  strength.  “In 
my  personal  opinion,”  said  Elder 
Young,  “he  was  stronger  than  his 
brothers.  No  man  was  able  to 
throw  him  in  a wrestling  match  or 
to  match  him  in  the  sports  of  those 
days.” 

"ACROSS  THE  FIELD  thread- 
ing his  way  toward  home,  the  fron- 
tier cabin  home;  threading  his 
way,  his  lonely  way,  toward  des- 
tiny, his  destiny.” 

“In  such  a simple  way  the  im- 
portant work  began,”  said  Elder 
Young.  “Here  in  his  heart  and  soul 
the  outline  of  the  work  he  was  to 
do.  Could  he  stand  true?” 

"IN  HIS  LIFE,  because  of  his 
great  strength,  especially  his  phy- 
sical makeup,  which  seems  to  be 
perfect,  he  was  able  to  withstand 
anything  that  was  evil  and  not 
transgress.” 

In  his  address  Elder  Young  said 
that  the  Prophet  had  a great  deal 
of  experience  with  mobs.  From  his 
writings  he  read.  “After  being  at- 
tacked by  mobs  and  covered  with 
tar  he  returns  home.  All  night  they 
scrape  the  tar  and  wash  his 
wounds. 

"THEN  CAME  the  Sabbath  day 
and  Joseph,  gaining  strength, 
preaches  at  the  service  held  that 
day.  A group  of  mobbers  came  to 
hear  his  words  and  marveled  at  the 
strength  of  this,  the  Prophet  of  the 
Lord.” 

Mentioning  the  apostasy  of  men 
like  Oliver  Cowdery,  the  months 


in  Liberty  Jail,  the  problems  at 
Far  West,  the  Nauvoo  period,  or  the 
death  of  a great  man  or  a great 
brother,  Elder  Young  said  that 
there  is  a time  to  tell  whether 
deeds  require  rare  courage  and 
rare  strength. 

"SOME  DAY  someone  will  write 
an  epic  worthy  of  the  epic  life  of 
this  man  whom  we  revere  as  Pro- 
phet, Seer  and  Revelator.  Until 
that  day  may  we  do  our  best  to  try 
to  bring  about  the  work  that  he  so 
valiantly  started.”

was  killed  Dec.  22  in  an  accident 
on  the  Santa  Ana  Freeway  in  Los 
Angeles. 

She  was  a passenger  in  a car 
which  was  struck  head-on  by  a 
beverage  truck  that  went  out  of 
control  and  crossed  the  center  high- 
way divider. 

DRIVER  OF  THE  car  in  which 
she  was  riding  was  Donna  Wallace, 
22,  of  Los  Angeles.  Other  passeng- 
ers in  the  car  and  the  truck  driver 
received  injuries  that  were  not 
fatal. 

Marilyn  Lamoreaux,  20,  a junior 
HDFR  major  from  Mesa,  Ariz.  died 
on  Dec.  28  as  a result  of  injuries 
suffered  in  a Dec.  22  crash  on  U.S. 
9 near  Indianola  in  Sanpete  County. 

ANOTHER  woman,  Mrs.  Altha 
Mower,  was  killed  in  the  crash.  A 
BYU  student,  Linda  Richardson, 
and  Gordon  Berland,  a former  BYU 
student,  were  in  the  same  car  with 
Miss  Lamoreaux  and  received  in- 
juries. 

She  was  in  the  Salt  Lake  LDS 
Hospital  when  she  succumbed  to 
the  accident  injuries. 

MISS  ADAMS  was  a daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  R.  Adams  of 
119  North  Janet  Place  in  Fullerton. 
Surviving  her  are  a brother,  Jeff- 


Funeral  services  for  Miss  Adams 
were  held  in  Fullerton  on  Dec.  24 
and  the  family  requested  that  any 
memorial  be  expressed  in  a dona- 
tion to  the  Los  Angeles  YWCA. 

MISS  Lamoreaux  was  the  daug- 
hter of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  Glendon 
Lamoreaux  of  Chandler,  Ariz.  She 
graduated  from  Chandler  High 
School  before  attending  BYU.

Countering  Anti- 

The  wide  attention  given  campus  pro- 
tests against  U.S.  policy  in  Viet  Nam  has 
tended  to  obscure  the  fact  that  only  a 
small  fraction  of  college  students  partici- 
pate in  the  demonstrations — and  that  the 
demonstrators  manifestly  do  not  speak  for 
all  students  or  even  a majority  of  them. 

Regrettably,  the  more  quiet  demonstra- 
tions of  the  student  support  for  Ameri- 
can military  action  in  Southeast  Asia  too 
often  get  lost  in  the  clamor  of  teach-ins, 
marches  and  draft-card  burnings. 

As  a case  in  point,  UCLA  students  re- 
cently voted  9-1  against  our  withdrawal 
from  Viet  Nam.  Results  of  a campus  refer- 
endum showed  that  only  '553  of  4,668  par- 
ticipating favored  a U.S.  pullout,  while  763 
voted  for  a cessation  of  the  bombing  of 
North  Vietnamese  targets.  A total  of  690 
ballots  were  for  remaining  in  South  Viet 
Nam  in  a defensive  posture,  but  the  ma- 
jority supported  continuation  of  the  present 
U.S.  policy  or  an  escalation  (498). 

No  one  campus  or  student  body  can 
be  considered  typical,  but  in  the  past  few 
months  numerous  counter-protest  activities 
have  materialized  on  campuses  across  the 
country.

It  is  hoped  that  the  publication  of 
these  letters  of  thanks  will  bring  the 
sacrifices  of  our  soldiers  in  Viet  Nam  closer 
to  each  student  and  that  each  of  us  will 
realize  the  responsibility  we  have  to  further 
the  cause  of  freedom  and  peace. 


Veitnam  Protests 

In  response  to  anti-Viet  Nam  teach-ins, 
Stanford  students  organized  CONSCIENCE 
(Committee  on  National  Student  Citizen- 
ship In  Every  National  Case  of  Emergency) 
to  work  through  Young  Democratic  and 
Young  Republican  clubs  on  50  campuses  for 
support  of  the  administration’s  conduct  of 
the  Viet  Nam  war. 

A pro-Viet  Nam  policy  petition  signed 
by  15,937  was  circulated  by  Michigan  State 
students  and  similar  petitions  were  initiated 
at  West  Virginia  State  College. 

At  numerous  campuses,  including  Illi- 
nois, Washington  State  and  Stanford,  stu- 
dents donated  blood  to  help  the  Viet  Nam 
war  effort  after  some  protest  groups  an- 
nounced that  they  would  give  blood  to  the 
Viet  Cong. 

Another  recent  mobilization  of  biparti- 
san student  backing  of  U.S.  policy  at 
Georgetown  University  drew  support  from 
leaders  at  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins  and  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

Student  reaction  to  Viet  Nam  policy,  in 
short,  cannot  be  measured  by  the  amount 
of  noise  the  minority  critics  generate.

Dear  Brother  Harris: 

“Operation  Christmas  Card”  is 
a magnificent  idea  and  I want  to 
commend  those  who  are  working 
to  promote  it  there  in  the  United 
States.  Koreans  here  are  delight- 
ed and  complimented  that  young 
Americans  would  take  such  in- 
terest in  their  people  serving  in 
Viet  Nam.  Favorable  publicity  to 
the  program  has  been  given  here 
in  papers  and  of  special  interest 
to  you,  I think,  has  been  the  TV 
coverage. 

I APPEARED  on  KBS  TV’s 
program.  “I  Have  A Secret”  last 
week.  It  is  a program  in  which 
guests  are  interviewed  by  a panel 
of  four  distinguished  Koreans— 
something  of  a cross  between 
“What’s  My  Line”  and  “To  Tell 
The  Truth.” 

They  asked  numerous  questions 
and  before  the  program  had 
finished  we  had  adequately  cover- 
ed the  subject  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
students  there  for  the  freedom  of 
the  Vietnamese  people,  and  the 
fact  that  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  own- 
er and  operator  of  BYU. 

AFTER  THE  program  finished, 
I was  given  a special  medal 
which  I feel  really  belongs  to  the 
student  leaders  of  “Operation 
Christmas  Card.”  Consequently,  I 
am  sending  it  to  you  for  delivery 
to  this  group. 

One  interesting  indication  of  the 


impact  of  this  television  program 
occurred  Sunday  afternoon  as  I 
was  returning  by  bus  with  Sister 
Palmer  and  several  of  the  mis- 
sionaries from  the  Seoul  East 
Branch  chapel.  A rather  import- 
ant looking  Korean  gentleman 
motioned  me  to  sit  behide  him. 
He  revealed  that  he  was  professor 
of  anatomy  at  Seoul  National  Uni- 
versity and  that  he  recognized 
me  as  a result  of  having  seen  the 
television  program. 

I PROMISED  him  that  I would 
convey  to  you  students  his  per- 
sonal solicitations  and  thanks  for 
taking  such  interest  in  the  Korean 
servicemen  stationed  in  Viet 
Nam.

Dear  Shirley, 


This  letter  is  to  leet  you  know 
your  card  was  received  and  ap- 
preciated. I want  you  to  know 
how  much  it  means  to  someone 
so  far  from  home  to  know  some- 
one cares. 

I HAVE  TO  tell  you  that  the 
loneliness  here  is  our  worst 
enemy.  We  live  here  in  tents  and 
eat  canned  food  three  times  a 
day.  Everyone  leves  in  fear  that 
he  may  be  next.  It  is  such  a cruel 
war. 

You  see  so  many  terrible  things 
in  this  very  strange  land.  Just  a 
short  while  ago  there  were  six 
men  killed  by  a boy  only  12  years 
old.  He  threw  a gernade  into  a 
truck  that  was  driving  from  here 
to  Na  Yrang. 

I AM  SORRY,  I haven’t  told 
you  where  here  is  yet.  I am  in  the 
Com  Ran  Bay  area  on  the  North 
coast  of  Viet  Nam.  We  work  out 
of  the  end  of  the  bay.  We  carrie 
cargo  or  take  troupes  up  rivers 
where  they  can  not  get  by  road 
or  air. 

It  is  just  another  job  that  has  to 
be  done,  and  we  are  proud  to  be 
able  to  do  it.  Things  are  not  al- 
ways gloomy  here  tho.  Like  for 
this  Christmas  we  have  a small 
tree  on  top  of  our  shower,  com- 
plete with  lights  and  all.  It  is  just 
a tree  but  it  counts.  We  have  a 
party  going  on  now  and  it  may 
last  until  Christmas  day,  or  night. 
That  is  if  the  V C’s  keep  there 
word  and  don’t  start  anything  un- 
til Monday. 

SOME  OF  US  don’t  want  to 
drink  on  this  day,  but  we  will 
make  up  for  it  some  other  time. 

I am  sending  you  a small  note 
so  you  will  have  something  to 
remember  this  Christmas  by.  I 
hope  I didn’t  spoil  it,  but  I put 
my  name  and  the  month  and  year 
on  it.  I hope  you  will  like  it.  Well 
now.  Thank  you  very  much  for 
your  card  and  your  thinking  of 
us.  May  God  Bless  you.

Quill,  60,  has  a heart  condition, 
and  keeps  an  emergency  supply 
of  oxygen  in  his  home.

Quill,  efforts  were  being  made  to 
keep  peace  talks  going  between 
the  union  and  the  transit  authority. 
Before  he  was  arrested  Quill  had 
said: 

“There  can  be  a settlement  and 
our  going  to  jail  should  not  impede 
that  settlement.” 

Quill’s  critics  often  have  accused 
the  bald,  rotund  Irish-born  Union 
leader  of  seeking  the  role  of  mar- 
tyr at  the  hands  of  city  transit  of- 
ficials. He  seemed  within  the 
framework  of  this  characterization 
as  sheriff’s  officers  arrested  him 
for  his  failure  to  abide  by  a court 
decreed  back-to-work  injunction. 
Declared  Quill: 

“I  don’t  care  if  I rot  in  jail,  I 
will  not  call  off  the  strike  ....  the 
judge  can  drop  dead  in  his  black 
robes.” 

He  referred  to  the  sentencing 
judge,  State  Supreme  Court  Just- 
ice Abraham  N.  Geller. 

There  were  cheers  for  the  lead- 
er of  a strike  that  has  idled  34,400 
workers  on  city-owned  bus  and  sub- 
way lines.  But  other  onlookers 
shouted,  “deport  the  bum,”  and 
“make  the  bum  walk.” 

Less  than  two  hours  after  this 
tumult  died  down,  Quill  was  sit- 
ting in  Warden  Edward  McElhin- 
ey’s  office,  waiting  for  a routine 
medical  examination,  said  the 
warden: 

“While  sitting  here,  he  seemed  to 
be  tired.  . . he  just  seemed  to  fall 
asleep,  like  dozing  off.  He  didn’t 
slump  over.  You  know  how  it  is 
when  you  doze  off;  your  head  nods. 
And  that  was  it.” 


U.S.  Witling 
To  Negotiate 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)  - Ambas- 
sador Arthur  Goldberg,  a key  pre- 
sidential peace  emissary,  said  Mon- 
day the  United  States  is  ready  to 
go  to  Geneva  or  any  other  appro- 
priate forum  to  negotiate  on  peace 
in  Viet  Nam. 

The  U.S.  Ambassador  to  the  Unit- 
ed Nations  said  Johnson  has  ap- 
proved his  making  a direct  report 
to  the  U.N.  members  Tuesday  on 
the  American  peace  offensive  he 
and  other  administration  spokes- 
men have  been  conducting  in  var- 
ious world  capitals. 

This  will  be  a report  in  writing 
to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  Gen- 
eral and  issued  as  a document  of 
the  U.N.  Security  Council  to  all 
member  nations  of  the  internation- 
al organization.

Dr.  Alfred  S.  Romer  of  Harvard 
University  will  speak  at  7:30  p.m.
